Owen Lattimore said yester- 


day he may file libel charges against Sen. McCarthy who, he 
said, should be decorated by the Russians. 


Lattimore, denying any connec-, 
tion with the Communists, charged | 
that McCarthy, Republican, Wis- 
consin, was playing into the hands 
of Russian propagandists with his! 
charges that the State Department 
has been infiltrated by Reds and'| 
that Lattimore is a Soviet espion- 
age agent. | 

The diplomat-educator returned 
by air yesterday from Afghani- 

tan, where he was serving on a 
nited Nations. commission, He 
came back to, defend himself 
against McCarthy's charges. | 

Discussing reports that affida-| 
vite had been filed with McCar- 
thy stating that he had been a’ 
Communist, Lattimore said: | 

“If anybody has sworn that I 
have been or am a member of the 
Communist Party, he is a perju- 
rer. He should be prosecuted to 
the limit of the law.” | 

Lattimore then referred to re-' 
ports that Louis Budenz had 
signed an affidavit claiming Lat- 
timore was a Communist. Latti- 
more said he sent a telegram yes- 
terday morning to Budenz, former 
editor of the Communist Daily 
Worker and now a Fordham Uni- 
versity professor, asking him if he 
made such an affidavit. 

Budenz .said in his home at 
Tuckhoe, N, Y., late yesterday that 
he had received no communica- 
tion from Lattimore, either at 
home or at his university office. 

Lattimore said he had been de 
nounced by Soviet writers and 
that at least one of his books had 
been banned in the Soviet Union. 

“My views have always been 
my own,” he said. “I follow no 
line.” 


Lattimore also said he had a 
“virtual lack of connection with 
the State* Department,” which 
McCarthy ¢harged Lattimore with 
dominating as a Russian agent. 

“I am not and never have been 
a wecuy v0 of werd Communist Party | 
or a Commun sy . or 
affiliated or ml on am the 
Communist Party,” Lattimore said 
in an angry, 1,400-word statement 
which he read to newsmen at a 

resé conference in a hotel over- 
ooking Central Park. 

“T have never advocated or sup- 
ported the cause of Communism) 
either within the United States, in| 
China, in the Far East or any- 
where in the world.” | 

Lattimore, who will tell his side 
of the story to Congress next 
week, called McCarthy a “mad- 
man” for making the charges. He 
said the Senator was “seriously 
damaging this country’s position 
in the world.” |

Those, at least, are some of the 
findings of doctors who have made 
scientific studies of sleep. 

Dr. oe Giddings, of At 
lanta, has studied sleep for the 
past five years. As a member of 
a Subcommittee on Sleep and 
hest. Habits for School Youth, 
of the National Education Asso- 
ciation, he recently re ported 
some of the results of his studies 
at a meeting in Washington. 

Dr. Giddings noted a “marked 
disturbance” in sleep patterns of 
children after emotional upsets. 

He said one survey showed 
children’s movements during the 
night increased greatly after they 
had seen ce 
pictures. 

The “motility” or movement 
during sléep of a group of children 
was measured scientifically by Dr. 
Giddings, who reported: 

One child, who had been told 
her father had remarried, 
showed an increase in “active 
minutes” during the night from 
68 to 120. 


A boy, whose bicycle had been al DS ee 


stolen, showed an increase in ac- 
tive minutes from 72 to 1,0. 

After an attempted burglary at 
a boarding school, the activity of 
a group of 24 children was double 
that of the average night. 

Dr. Giddings concluded that

Religious 
faith teaches us the rare skill of living one day at a time. 
As the Bible says, “Take no thought for the morrow,” 
which means don’t be anxious about tomorrow, live today.

‘West Point High, according to 
the Georgia High School Associa- 
tion, is the fourth smallest football 
school in the State. Its index figure 
is 112 student., larger than the 
Georgia School for the Deaf, Cave 
Spring and Arlington, but smaller 
than all the rest. 

Because of his location, Coach 
Lewis decided to play Class B 
ball. In 1948, his team won the 
State championship in that clas- | 
sification, and last year it lost 
only one game. And, it was com- 
peting with teams whose index 
figures ran as high as 285 stu- 
dents. 

As an outgrowth of his success, 
Coach Lewis finds it next to im- 
possible to schedule the required: 
six league games. In fact, he’s still 
looking for 1950 opponents. He’s 
been drépped by several Regional 
rivals because his club won games 
by overwhelming scores against 
those teams. They say he ran up 
the score, but with only seven 
backs on the squad, 
play reserves all the way.

C. Bowman, professor of sociology at Temple University. 


Titled “Are Men Slaves to Women?” Bowman’s diatribe, printed 
in the April issue of Coronet magazine, says that not only have 
women won the battle of the sexes—they are also receiving “a stag- 
gering amount of sympathy from the very people (they) have 
conquered.” 

Bowman draws a pathetic picture of the martyred male animal 
who works hard at the office, limps home burdened down with 
groceries which he had to buy during his lunch hour, and whose 
evenings are spent fixing things for the little woman and listening 
to her five-hour-long hard-luck story. 

Meanwhile, says the professor, the little woman has spent the

“Men today are becoming economic serfs whose strenuous efforts | 


provide their wives with comforts and conveniences that men them- 


selves have little prospect of enjoying,” says Bowman. “The higher | 
standard of living toward which the American family is ever striving 


consists of machines and labor-saving devices, household comforts 


and services, vacations, new clothes—most of which chiefly benefit — 


women.”

Good Housekeeping Strengthens Marital Bonds

New House Designed 
To Cut Divorce Rate ‘

There is an easier way to get rid of your husband than 


nagging him to death. 


| Bad housekeeping is now dissolving marital bonds 
‘ at a faster rate than either nagging or jealousy, both 
of which formerly held top priority in the broken- 


home racket. 


This is the final decree of Dr. James Bender, of the Institute 
of Human Relations, derived from studies of thousands of divorce 
cases made by the doctor over the past few years. 

Now, if every woman had a house like the one Dr. Bender 


helped Miss Patricia Harvey, 


New York decorator, develop in 


Hillsdale, N. J., there would probably be fewer divorces granted 
on the grounds of poor housekeeping—even in Georgia. 


The interior of this house, which Dr. 


Bender says could be 


easily adapted to any family needs or locality, is based on the 
essentials of more play, less work, reduced upkeep, and, as a re- 
sult, better housekeeping through éimplified methods. 


The latter, according te Dr. 
Bender, is the thing most gen- 
erally overlooked in interior 
planning today, despite the fact 
that housekeeping is consider- 
ably more difficult than i: was 
a generation or so ago, for two 
major reasons: First, approxi- 
mately one out of every three 
married women hold full-time 
or part-time jobs that cuts down 
the time they can devote te 
housework. And, second, the 
many demands outside the home 
= upon the homemakers’

The solution, as Dr. Bender 
sees it, is not in a return to the 
old elbow-grease methods of 
cleaning, but in the intelligent 
use of the modern industrial de- 
velopments now available for 
simplifying housework.

Miss Chute, in her foreword, 
explains that this is not a “lit- 
erary biography.” Rather, it 
conterns the Shakespeare who 
belonged to the Elizabethan Age 
and she does not discuss his 
plays as literature, but only as 
they relate to the working prob- 
lems of the London stage.

THE SHOW OF VIOLENCE by 
Frederic Wertham, M. D.; 
Doubleday; 270 pages, in- 
dexed; $3. 


Every year 394,000 people are 
murdered in the U. S. Of these 
killings, over 60 percent go un- 
solved and are socalled “perfect 
crimes” and in 90 percent of the 
cases the guilty party is either 
insane or mertally deficient. 


In this book, Dr. Wertham, a 
noted criminal psychiatrist who 
has spent the bulk of his profes- 
sional career dealing with crime 
psychosis and its effects, tells 
why these figures are so high 
and what to do about it. 


He pulls no punches, presents 
his case with the startling jolt 
of a dentist’s drill. It is a case 
for psychiatry in the courtroom. 
Using some of the country’s most 
astounding and shocking murder 
cases as a bulwark for his study, 
Wertham attacks legal biogtry, 
judicial selfishness and ignor- 
ance in today’s courtrooms. 


Prominent names - punctuate 
its pages. The author shares no 
feelings in pointing out that the 
employment of psychiatry in 
the legal chamber is often in- 
adequate, inept and performed 
by unqualified individuals whose 
testimony is usually damaging 
and endangering to the public. 

“Show of Vielence” is not a 
book for the weak stomached. 
In telling the complete case his- 
tories of several deranged kill- 


-ers, Wertham sprinkles the pages 


liberally with perversion and 
violence. But it is a sociological 
study which demands attention 
in its brutally frank attack on 
the law. By presenting both sides 
of a sordid picture, it leaves lit- 
tle doubt as to the conclusion: 
that psychiatry demands atten- 
tion. And in presenting its case, 
it certainly seems to know what 
it is talking about.

The Feast of the Passover - 


Passover, celebration of which Jews of 
the world began celebration at sundown 
Saturday, is of peculiar interest to Chris- 
tians as well. 

Institution of the festival is found in 
Exodus 12:3-39, but really the whole chap- 
ter is dedicated to establishment of the 
celebration of the passover from bondage 
in Egypt to the Promised Land under the 
leadership of Moses, who was a great re- 
ligious leader and a military genius as 
well. : 

The word “passover” is from the He- 
brew word “pasah”, which means to skip 
or pass over, and it applies directly to the 
last and most terrible of the plagues 
against the Pharaohs, the uestruction of 
the first-born in all the homes not marked 
by the blood of the sacrificial lamb. It was 
this crushing disaster which caused the 
Egyptians at last to let the people go and 
provided thereby an emotional appeal 
which extends strongly to this day in the 
establishment of Israel. It became the first 
national institution of Israel and remains 
so today. 

The New Testament invests the insti- 
tution of the Passover with full Messianic 
character. The night before the crucifixion 
Christ and his apostles ate the Passover 
supper and immediately following it, was 
instituted the Lord’s Supper. Paul’s state- 


ment, “For even Christ, our passover, is 
sacrificed for us,” is significant. 
The ancient Christians celebrated both 


the death and resurrection of Jesus at the 


time of the Jewish Passover. Disagree- 
ments arose and it was not until 325°A. D. 
that it was decreed the feast of the Resur- 
rection should be celebrated on the first 
Sunday following the Spring equinox. To- 
day it is celebrated after the first full 
moon following the equinox. The same 
decree retained the Passover tradition by 
establishing a Holy Week in which is cele- 
brated the whole passion of .Christ from

So it is that the oldest of the Biblical 
institutions now is beng celebrated as it 
has been for approximately 3,500 years, an 
institution of particular interest and af- 
fection to Jew and Christian alike.

“T’ll bet some of my friends in Atlanta get a kick out of hear- 
ing I am a sheep herder,” said Herschel, whom we found at the 
sheep barn. He helps care for the sheep and also is responsible for 
the carefully kept records of milk production, lambs, the feed and

C The kibbutz also has some milk cows, Holsteins, and their 
OWS milk goes to the co-operative as well, for cheese and butter 
and for sale as fluid milk, the co-operative determining the division. 
This, plus their extensive vegetable farming, constitutes the farm’s 
activities. 

The two Atlantans have fitted in well. It is not always easy 
for Americans, used to a certain standard of living and to recrea- 
tion, to submerge themselves in communal work on lonely and 
isolated farms. Evelyn and her brother have done it. They have 
carried their load. They are enthusiastic about it and they feel 
they have helped toward building a new country. 

Both are proficient in Hebrew which is, of course, the national 
language. With so many persons coming from so many different 
lands it was necessary, beyond the historical reason, to have a 
common language. They have the typical settlement spirit, a belief 
in their own kibbutz and a desire to make it comfortable and more 


efficient. 


e,% I asked Evelyn Elkon, who seemed to be about 
Transition 23, how she had made the transition. 

“TI knew about what to expect,” she said. “I had been interested 
for a long time. I knew the work would have to be hard and I was 
ready. I did not approach it in just an idealistic manner. Some 
come full of idealism but can’t take the work and the rough be- 
ginnings, when things are so primitive. Others become lonely and 
go. But most of us remain.”

WASHINGTON—A German woman who escaped from Hitler in 
the thirties remarked recently to this reporter, “But can’t you see— 
of course it’s happening here.”

Credit Russell 
With Farm Bill Coup 


WASHINGTON—Sen. Richard B. Russell is to 
be given full credit for leading the successful 
fight waged by Southern members to prevent 

the new farm acreage allotment bill from being referred back to 
committee for reconsideration.. Supporters of the bill, which was 
designed to aid Southern cotton and peanut farmers, won a narrow 
victory when the final conference report was voted on itr the Sen- 
ate. Seeing an opportunity to defeat the legislation later when their 
full forces could be mustered, opponents of the measure moved for 
a reconsideration of the vote, noping thus to pigeon-hole the bill. 

At this point the Georgia Senator stepped into the breach with 
a ringing five-minute speech in which he denounced the Republi- 
cans for playing partisan politics with a measure that “deals solely 
with commodities produced in the South.” He warned that if tac- 
tics of the kind were employed the entire farm program would be 
threatened. The effect of what he said was to put Middle Western 
Republicans on notice that Southern members would no longer 
support farm support measures of interest to their section if the 
opposition succeeded in defeating the peanut-cotton acreage allot- 


ment bill. 


. Some of the Republicans were so impressed with Sen. Rus- 
T sell’s warning that they quietly tipped him off as to the best 
time for bringing up the vote on reconsideration—a time when a 
good many of the Republican Senators were on eave of absence 
from the chamber. The result was that when the vote was taken 
Russell was able to put over the bill by a bigger margin than the 
one by which it first passed. It now has been signed by the 
President. 

It shows the junior Senator is no slouch when it comes to, put- 
ting up a fight for something he believes is right. He long has been 
regarded as a tough antagonist in debate and there are few who are 
his equal in the knowledge of parliamentary procedure—something 
he first learned as a member and former Speaker of the Georgia 


Legislature. 


: Some of the observations made by Mayor 
Special Report Hartsfield and Lawrence Wood “Chip” Rob- 
ert, of Atlanta, on their recent visit to’ Europe were regarded as 
sufficiently important to warrant a special report being given to 
Vice President Barkley and a group of high-ranking Senators and 
Government officiais. To this end Secretary of the Senate Leslie 
Biffle arranged a luncheon in his private Capitol stateroom during 
the past week at which Mr. Robert was asked to give a report. 

Among those present were Sen. Tydings, of Maryland, Chair- 
man of the Senate Armed Services Committee; Sen. McMahon, of 
Connecticut, Chairman of the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy; 
Sen. Russell, of Georgia, and a number of others, together with 
Assistant Secretary of State John Purifoy. 

Some of the things recounted from the Hartsfield-Robert trip 
so impressed the Senators that it was, suggested Mr. Robert make 
a personal report to the President. He may do this at Key West 
before Mr. Truman returns to Washington. 

Based upon their talks with various Government officials in 
Western Europe, Mayor Hartsfield and Mr. Robert brought back 
word that Europeans generally are disturbed over Communism and 


economic conditions. 

Walter F. George has beeh given word by 
c Deputy Administrator Homer Clark that the Vet- 
erans’ Admunistration has reached rio final decision about the clos- 
ing of VA clinics in Macon, Columbus and Savannah.

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to show even more, including 
the marked drift of industries 
to the South. 

Establisiment’ of industry, 
birth o* new businass and im- 
proved farm techniques bright- 
re the regional economic pic- 
ure. 


FEWER ON FARMS — These 
developments, however, have 
resulted, according to unofficial 
studies, in a definite cecrease of 
farm population. 

As the South turned gradual- 
ly to cattle and dairies, fewer 
laborers were needed on the 
farms. Introductic : of mechan- 
ical equipment to harvest cot- 
ton further reduced agricultural 
employment. 


By the same token, the new 
industrial plants creaied new 
jobs. Many of them have 
been filled by former farm 
hands. They moved from the 
land into sprawling cities. 


While farm population de- 
creased, cities grew. 

McWhorter pointed out that 
the census will show, in detail, 
how these trends have helped 
and, in some cases, hindered 
the region.

Try using things you have 
about the house for containers— 
a pretty sugar bowl, a maple 


syrup Jug—even a cake or bread 
tin. Delightful effects can be at- 
tained with the unexpected; but 
simple containers are the best. 
It is not the cost of the contain- 
er that counts, but how it blends 
into the complete picture through 
its relationship to the material 
used 


Only after we learn more of 
the many kinds of arrangements 
cath we employ to best advan- 
tage the ornate vase or the del- 
icately designed piece of French 
or Japanese pottery. Flower ar- 
rangement the individ- 
ual’s love of beauty and design. 
It is closely related to the fine 
arts originated in ancient times 
and perfected by the Japanese. 

Though there are basic rules 
for composition, the principles 
of order must guide the design- 
er. Mother Nature, herself, is 
the best teacher. One need not 
be a garden club member to 
learn the rudiments of flower 
arrangement, but garden club 
members profit by the fact that 
group studies keep individuals 
more actively interested. 

Everyone interested in this 
fascinating hobby should own at 
least one good book on the sub- 
ject to be a guide from the bé- 
ginning. Few of us may become 
experts, but we may become 
adept at creating beauty in our 
own home or in making lovely 
arrangements to take to friends 
who may be hospitalized. 

To arrange flowers or plant 
material we must have holders. 
Without holders, flowers and 
branches will not retain the 
positions jyou desire. Your hold- 
er is very important and should 
be selected for the job you want 
it to do. Needle and wire hold- 
ers are used most often. Various 
tricks are empleyed then, such 
as using scotch tape, florist’s 
wire, and even chewing gum to 
hold a desired position for a 
bloom or branch, Wire holders 
are especially good for sholding 
thick, heavy stemmed flowers. 
Before using any holders—use 
non-hardening modeling clay to 
secure it to the bottom of your 
container. This will keep your 
holder secure, and your arrange- 
ments from slipping or falling 
out of position. 

The safest rule to follow ‘in 
any composition of flowers is 
to avoid crowding, Too little ma- 
terial is better than too much. 
We enjoy the beauty and perfec- 
tion of a few flowers mich bet- 
ter than a crowdéd “bunch” 
where we cannot see the lines 
and beauty of any single flower! 

No article on this art would 
be complete without a wor 
about conditioning cut flowers 
before attempting arrangements. 
Fithér eut in early morning or 
after the sun has gone down. 
Full sunlight closes the pores of 
flowers, making it difficult for 
them to absorb water. After cut- 
ting, trim off dead leaves and 
excess foliage, then if possible, 
plunge them into a deep bucket 
or pitcher of water overnight. 
If you cannot allow this much 
time,, let the flowers stand in 
deep water for an hour to three 
hours before trying to arrange 
them. Crush or split the stems 
of woody or tough fibered stalks 
and stems, Be sure to remove 
all leaves or buds of flowers 
that would be under water in 
your arrangement, for they will 
rot and discolor your water. 
Cover your holders, if they 
show, with artistic arrangements 
of moss, stones, or foliage. None 
of the mechanisms you use 
should show in a good flower 
arrangement, all must be hidden 
to give a natural effect.

Having done just that, I recuperated by delving into a bit of 
book learning on the artistry involved in landscaping the home 
grounds and arranging flowers inside the home. In neither of these 
aesthetic professions do I seem destined to win recognition as an 
authority. In fact, the little woman who keeps our home beautiful 
in spite of my horticultural inroads, continually views with alarm 
my tree-planting mania. I leave little room for improvement—or 
anything else—she shrieks. 

Shrubs and shade trees transform the most humble house into a 
home, I always say. But she says of trees we have a plethora (a 
word she hadn’t known the meaning of until she married her cur- 
rent husband). It means “overfull.” 


Thus, the redbud we sneaked in through. the garden gate and 
the banana tree donated by our good neighbors, Norris and Ann 
Hall, will doubtless bring down the curtain on our domestic re 
forestation program, although I wish some altruist would give me 
trey oan 9 grandiflora such as Jim and Edith have staked out in 

eir yard down the street. 


It’s fun to watch the growth of trees you've planted yourself. 
We may never see our transplanted oaks attain voting age, but we 
both like them. Our mimosas are decorative and already supply 
shade from the hot Summer sun. There is something intriguing 
about the cork-like bark of the sweet gum with its star-shaped 
leaves, and the tulip tree seems content to spread its big leaves 
over our okra patch. Only the stately sycamore could arouse in- 
spired Hoosier poets to sing about the candlelight gleaming through 
them; and our solitary beech in its uniform of gray surely has a 
place on any Dixie plantation. 

Our front yard has been kept moderately within the-bounds of 
convention by my “best friend and severest critic.” Squatty flower- 
ing shrubs are backed by pyracanthus with its attractive orange 
berries and aggravating thorns, and by the red-berried nandina, 
junipers and a hedge of ligustrum. All ale neatly arraye@ according 
to height as the pupils in the graduating class of the old Edgerly 
grammar school which was attended by another garden enthusiast, 
Mrs. Myrtle Oliver Cook. See Figures 1 and 2. 


Now that our home grounds approach perfection, I feel more 
free to explore the mysterious art of flower arrangement. I have 
learned to respect the talents of garden club devotees like my deft- 
fingered sister-in-law who have both time and patience to festoon 
their salons with startling floral masterpieces held in place by hair 
pins, chewing gum and florists’ wires. Admittedly they have im- 
proved over cramming flowers into a glass of water as stiffly as 
grandma and grandpa glared at the photographer back in the Gay 
Nineties, as in Figure 3.

Max Nagler’s African violets 
are far from shy. 

His “Mary Wac” puts forth an 
ambitious 500 blooms each two 
months. In fine fettle, she was 
bursting out all over at the 
showing of Fair Oaks Gardens 
violets that Nagler put on at 
Rich’s. 

“Marmorata,” a husky with 
leaves four inches long, and a 
variegated “Admiration,” (a one 
in 10,000 phenomenon), paced 
Mary for popularity in Nagler’s 
display of 80 different varieties 
of the increasingly popular 
plant.

“I have never followed a diet. I 
love to eat well. I am not a gour-

Mistinguett, whose a was 
guessed to be about 50 at the time, 
retaliated by “adopting” a new pro- 
tege-— Earl Leslie, a 20-year-old 
American dancer. She and Leslie 
starred as a team at the Moulin 
Rouge, while Chevalier and Yvonne 
remained at the Casino. 

Any hope Mistinguett may have 
entertained that she and Chevalier 
would be reconciled died when he 
married the little chorus girl. But 
the famed Apache dancer never 
lacked admirers. 

She toured Europe and the Amer- 
icas with her revue, but the music 
halls of Paris always called her 
back. 

There were many re- 
ports of her fiery tem- 
peramemt, including 
one incident where she 
was said to have fired 
two shots at her part- 
ner, Earl Leslie, after a 
heated argument. For- 


tunately, for both of them, she was 
a poor shot. Mistinguett once took 
up serious practice with swords in 
order to prepare for a duel with a 
woman whose husband had offended 
the dancer. The duel never came off. 
The dancer said that gaiety and 
love of life had contributed most to 
her agelessness. She always has 
been interested in the careers of 
young people and enjoyed the com- 
panionship of little children. 


Mistinguett’s contention that her* 


age was her own business never was 
disputed by her friends. But a num- 
ber of them tried recently to get her 
to confirm a rumor that she had 
married Lino Carenzio, a young 
dancer with whom she has been seen 
frequently. The comedienne’s an- 
swer was no—an unannounced mar- 
riage was not one of her secrets.

HE world has long known and cried at the 
tragic romance of Manon Lescaut, the bad 
girl who tried to be good after being shipped 

as a prisoner from France to colonial Louisiana. 

For years it has sighed over the pages of the 

Abbe Prevost’s story, and over the stage and 
operatic versions of this classic story. Generally 
it has been assumed that the account is fictional. 

But inquiry into the early records of the 

colony reveals a no less dramatie story. Also, 
it provides the names of actual people who were 
living counterparts of the ill-fated beauty, 
Manon, and her lover who went with her from

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glamorous adventure to ruin and death in a 
strange land. 
The fictional account has told of the way 
Manon met the Chevalier des Grieux at an inn 
in France. .They were from different environ- 
ments; his father had planned a career for him, 
and would never have approved their union. 

So the couple started off together. Untrained 
for any profession, Des Grieux drifted, became 
a card sharp. For a while they managed to 
remain in easy circumstances, living by their 
wits. Then gradually their money disappeared 
and things went more and more badly. 

Manon was frail, and rather than accept 
poverty, she turned for help to other men. Yet 
somehow love continued between the couple. 
Matters grew gradually more difficult until the 
moment arrived, so well known to opera goers 
when Manon had to make a choice. 
She told his family of his whereabouts and

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circumstances. They were together in their 
quarters when men came to take him from her, 
struggling. Stricken at the final moment, Manon 
sank weeping against the door, and a new 
chapter began for both. ; 

Des Grieux became a student for the priest 
hood. Into his place of withdrawal, suddenly, 
entered a brilliant figure, jeweled, in richest © 
silks. It was Manon; after a brief exchange 
they left together. Again the couple struggled 
for the luxury they wished. 

At last Manon was a marked woman, ordered 
Des Grieux tried to 
stop the process, but found himself helpless. 
The time was the 1700s, when France trusted Its 
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shaky fortunes to John Law, Scotch visionary- 
speculator. 

Law proved a kind of magician, waving a 
wand to improvise credit out of nothing, or very 
little. A wild game started; a bank was formed, 
and stock and paper money rolled out with the

charmed for a time with pictures of a 
metropolis, New Orleans by the Mississippi— 
vast land grants, docile Indians, luxury. 

Yet almost no one seemed ready to take a 
chance on_so questionable a project, and so a 
manhunt was on, “Mississppi bandits’”’ went to 


_ work, picking up the poor, the sick, the prisoners, 


the orphans—and the Manons of France, girls 
who had gotten into trouble with the authorities. 

It meant months of confine t on lurching 
ships, an agony of heat and 6Vercrowding and 
then, across the sea, isolation without friends. 
Some _ killed themselves to escape. For the 
Manon of the fictional story there was no such 
opportunity; she and a group of other girls were 
taken through France to a port for shipment. 


HELD together by chains about their waists, 
the young women waited helplessly. With 
them went a young man, Des Grieux. First he 
tried to rescue her by an attack on the party of 
her captors; he failed. He had paid them, then, to 
allow him to spend a.few minutes with her. But 
now his money was gone, and he took the one 
chance left to him. He sailed with her on the 
vessel for New Orleans. 

On thé way Des Grieux learned that Manon, 
like the other girls, was to be given in marriage 
to a settler. He made the claim that he was her 
husband, and the officials believed him. 

Now New Orleans came to view—and what 
a disappointment. It was a land of low wet 
earth, reeds, op lanl dh Bose; Boy Aragon Mar 
a huddle of squalid houses. 

The Governor called forth the young men. 
The Governor’s nephew wanted the handsome 
Manon, but Des Grieux’ story of the

So idyllic was their state that Des Grieux 
and Manon decided that they should be married 
in truth.

In its day the story shocked many, and was 
temporarily banned. But its influence continued, 
and many have agreed with the opinion that it 
was “the first masterpiece of French literature 
which can properly be called a novel.” 


PRESENT day inquiry shows that behind the 

story there lay a considerable element of 
truth. A certain Captain Des Grieux brought his 
ship to Louisiana on a number of occasions; at 
least once, in 1718, he carried a cargo of trans- 
ported individuals. The Captain could have told 
the author a great deal about correction girls. 

But the Captain Des Grieux, whose name was 
taken for fictional purposes, was not the prin- 
cipal male figure. The hero enters later. First 
among the records of women taken to the colony 
from La Salpetriere there appears a name— 
Manon Porcher. 

This Manon had been arrested for scandalous 
behavior. In resisting arrest, she had cut one 
of the officers. In prison she had gotten into a 
fight and schemed a rebellion. It is a hard 
indictment; and yet, of course, it does not offer 
the other side—the defense of a girl at war with 
a society that had not been kind. 

Then, in 1716 the Governor of Louisiana 
wrote the Court in France: “I have the honor, 
My Lord, to inform you that a young man of 
rank called Avril de la Varenne, from Angers, 
has come here ... He brought with him a woman 
said to have been married ... She first took the 
name of Froget and at present bears that of 
Quantin, declaring herself married to the said 
Sieur de la Varenne.” (The names Froget and 
Porcher sound much alike in French: this may 
be the same girl as previously mentioned.) 

Thus far there is a similarity in the fictional 
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in New Orleans under the control of the official. 

The Governor of Louisiana soon complained 
to His Majesty's representatives in France. The 
director-general, he had “given her 
lodgings near his warehouse ‘and employed her 
in selling. there. He makes her such frequent 
visits that there is unfavorable talk.” 


NOTHER critic eventually put it more sharp- 

ly: “The lady knowing nothing of arithmetic,

The scandal in. this actual incident continued 
to grow. Qne of the leading families of the 
colony became involved, and sides were taken 
until a minor social revolution was threatened. 

In the middle of the dissension the girl's 
young lover, the chevalier, returned from up- 
river and found himself in the controversy. He 
offered his version of the story. Actually he 
could prove no marriage, it seemed; but he 
claimed there had been a clandestine one, not 
recognized by law, especially in view of the fact 
that he was under age. 

But, all at once, the chevalier announced 
that the violence of the scandal had caused him 
to change his plans. He would go back to 
France and take her with him. Now he was of 
age, and he wanted to marry 

To this the harassed Governor commented 
that, if the chevalier wished it, he could not stop 
his leaving Louisiana; and it is suspected that 
that official probably gave thanks the matter 


was thus ended. 

So it seems a that a Manon Lescaut 
existed all along, and that mr was taken to 
this far-off wilderness by a gentle-born young 
lover to start another career. Yet even the 
= paradise of Louisiana, the girl’s beauty 

caused quarrels among the men, clashes among 
the women who wanted nothing of her. 

The truth, however, has at least a happier 
than the fictional account. For the 
did go back to France with Manon and, 
so far as can be found today, they married 
and began a life different from the one they had 
previously known in France or in Louisiana. 

There weré many other “Manons,” in this 
and other colonies of the new nation. Some did 
not die like the girl of the novel, nor did they 
go back to France as did the girl the actual 
chevalier took with him. Instead, they settled 
down, became good mothers, and their children 
earned a place denied them in the homeland. 


DDLY, the Manon novel survived everything 
else that the Abbe Prevost wrote, before or 

after it. Most of his other works have been for- 
gotten, as fabricated yarns, wild melodramas. 
In this one, however, two warmly human char- 
acters came to glowing reality. 

The author, according to various accounts, 
had an earlier life that Magi cng ws in part, the 
story of the chevalier. too, loved unhappily 
during his student days. 

And so it might seem that, in his inquiry 
into the subject of the “correction girls” and 
others transported to Louisiana during its early 
days, -the abbe could well have found a true in- 
cident that brought to him all the tragedy of 
his own experience; and then, out of his memory 
of happiness and pain he developed the immortal 
tale of Manon Lescaut. 

For years, careless tourist guides in New 
Orleans would take strangers to the lakefront 
and point to this or that old grave as the “rest- 
ing place of poor Manon Lescaut.” But the true 
Manon, it appears, died in her native France 
and, in all probability, far nearer’ the man who 
loved her, the chevalier who risked his world to 
go with her across the ocean.

ICH and pretty, and fancy free, Marie Har- 
rison strolled down a Paris boulevard, won- 
dering whether she preferred London, Venice 
or this unique city of the French.

HE chubby little fellow in the turtleneck 
Re sweater pedaled up to the railroad platform 

at Fort Atkinson, Wis., as the train was 
pulling out. 

“Too bad, Sonny,” the station agent com- 
miserated. “You'll have to wait until next Sun- 
day to play football.” « 

“That’s what you think,” said Howard Hop- 
son, wheeling his bicycle and climbing back on 
the seat. After making a nine-mile shortcut over 
rutty dirt roads he arrived at Jefferson Junction 
half an hour later, panting, dusty and disheveled, 
and was pulled aboard the train by his cheering 
teammates as it was leaving. He played in the 
game, doing just about as badly as usual. 

It was usually that way with Hopson, a late 
start but a plodding determination to get there. 

He invariably succeeded until that one last 
time, when his billion-dollar utility empire col- 
lapsed with a crash that was felt around the 
world. js 

One of the greatest manipulators of utility 
companies that ever lived, he had neither the 
time nor the inclination far enjoyment, but when 
he died recently, broken in body, mind and 
spirit, scarcely anything was left of his $74,- 
000,000 personal fortune. 

Howard was the oldest child of Edgar Delos 
Hopson, a als salesman in the nursery and 
garden implement line. He and his three sisters 
were born in a rambling seven-room house in 
Fort Atkinson, a typical Midwestern town of 
3,000, It was a closely-knit household. Neighbors 
said the Hopson family was nearly ideal from 
the standpoint of harmony, common interests 
and general happiness. 

In high school Howard was brilliant but arro- 
gant. He annoyed his teachers by arguing with 
them and usually winning. Once, when_he was 
asked for his authority for a statement, he 
snapped at the instructor: “I always knew that.” 
He was popular with the boys but not with the 
girls. The boys predominated, electing him presi- 
dent of the senior class. 

His oration at the graduation exercises on 
“The Saxon Character” was a classic recitation 
n ideals to which he failed to adhere in later 

e. 


AFTER receiving his diploma, Howard spent a. 


year working on the Fort Atkinson newspa- 
-per and matriculated in 1902 at the University of 
Wisconsin. The family moved to Madison so he 
could live at home. He studied at the university 
until 1907, first in the College of Arts and Sci- 
ences and then in the Law School, earning his 
way by a clerkship in the statistical division of 
the State Tax Commission. . 

It was that a ee job which ap- 
parently shaped h fe, because from thén on 
nothing was so important as figures in books. 
The family’s financial condition was poor, so 
Howard left withqut.a degree and took a $100-a- 
month job in Washington with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. .At night he attended 
classes at George Washington University, where 
he won his A.B. and M.A. degrees. He also be- 
came a C.P.A. (certified public accountant) and 
was admitted to the bar. 

Such zeal made Hopson a logical choice when 
the New York Public Service Commission began 
looking for potential career men with ex 
in the regulation of business. At 26 he moved 
to Albany and soon was chief of the commis- 
sion’s division of capitalization at a salary of 
$4,000 a year. 

From 1908 to 1915 Hopson was one of the 
key men in New York State public utility watch- 
dogging. His division passed on all new issues 
of utility securities, watched for sharp account- 
ing practices and drew tighter regulations. 
In this period the pudgy little man learned so 
much that in later years he boasted tRat the 
ond laws he couldn't get around were those he 
wrote 

The had moved back to Wisconsin. 
Every month Howard mailed his mother a check 
for $50 out of his relatively modest salary. One 
of his sisters was going to Radcliffe College 
and he paid her tuition and sent her $20 a month 
for expenses. 

“If I couldn’t tell him what I did with every 
nickel he would scold me,” she said many years 
later at a government hearing. 

He was just as tough with the companies that 
tried to juggle their accounts. The utility people 
hated him until the day in 1915 when Hopson, 


ie 
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having stored up an immense knowledge of 
utility finance, accounting, organization and pro- 
motion, left the Public Service Commission and 
became a utility consultant. 

He opened an office in New York under the 
name of H. C. Hopson & Co. 

Among the executives who had come to 
Hopson for approval of financing and recapitali- 
zation plans in Albany was John I. Mange, gen- 
eral manager of the Associated Gas and ‘Electric 
Company. Associated had been formed in 1906 
in Ithaca and had obtained control of a few small 
gas and electric firms in central New York. 

The two men, about the same age and with 
definite interests in common, struck up a friend- 
ship and eventually shared an apartment in Néw 
York. When “Hoppie” set himself up as a utility 
consultant, one of his first customers was Asso- 
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ciated. Before long some of the biggest com- 
nies in the country were among his clients. 
y 1921 he was earning $100,000 a year and 
Saving most of it. 

Fort Atkinson's gift to the financial world 
wasn't doing badly, but he was far from satis- 
fied. He didn’t crave money for the luxuries 
it might bring but for the power it meant. When 
Mange suggested a partnership to buy control 
of Associated, Hopson was not only ready but 
had a plan of action. 

He and Mange created two investment com- 
panies, the Associated Utilities Corporation and 
a company called the C. M. M. Corporation (the 
initials having no special significance). With 
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_Howard Hopson’s $74,000,- 
000 Vanished as Fast as It 
Came, Leaving Him Bitter 
and Lonely 
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$93,850-— some of it advanced by Hopson and 
some of it borrowed— Associated Utilities 
bought 1,987 of Associated Gas and Electrics 
6,000 outstanding shares. 

Then, using the stock as collateral, the com-

$48,000 loan, and bought more A. G. & E. stock 
with the profits.

from the time they had started, Hopson and 
Mange had complete control of the $7,000,000 
A. G. & E. system, had a clear cash profit. to 
boot of $218,000, and were well on their way 
toward converting their newly acquired prop- 
erty into a financial colossus. j 

Hopson’s debating skill had been one of his 
chief assets in high school and college. He had 
been ready to talk for hours at any time about 
anything. After he passed his bar examination 
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he seemed pegged for a great trial lawyer. 
When he broke into the big time, however, 
he shunned the spotlight. He made no speeches, 
issued no statements, rarely appeared publicly. 
Mange became Associated’s president at a sal- 
ary of $83,000 a year. Hopson was vice presi- 
dent but with no salary. His take came through 
H. C. Hopson & Co. and 15 other service 
companies which handled the financial, legal, 
tax, accounting, appraisal, engineering, and

Hopson, who had always been uneasy in the 
company of women, waited until he was 39 be- 
fore marrying.

He worked 
day and nightoften 20 hours out of 24—in his 
office, his two-room hotel suite or in various 
hotel rooms around the country, where l 
switchboards: were often set up so he con- 
duct several long-distance conversations at once. 
Sometimes he went to sleep in the middle of 
these transcontinental conferences. 


}4'S irregular meals were mostly business con- 
ferences, either at his desk or at quick- 
service restaurants. He had practically no so- 
cial life and few intimates. Outside of his 
three sisters, whom be cut im en his service 
companies, probably his closest associate was a 
young Scotsman whom he brought over from 
Edinburgh and hired as a combination chauf- 
feur-secretary and companion.

A year later Hopson was convicted of fraud 
and tax dodging and was sent to Federal 
prison for five years. He served only three, 
but the remaining years of his life were spent 
in a sanitarium. His wealth and health were 
gone. All he had left was time — to think.

OU can talk about your great-hearted horses.

d b mothers who look at themselves in the 
y mirror and wonder if they will get their 
1era well-shaped lines back after the baby arrives. 
You can have your baby and your figure, toa! 

I know because I have done it. 

It takes a little time, a close watch on your 
diet, and proper exercises, but the results are 
worth the effort. The time passes quickly and 
the balanced diet, high in protein foods, is 
easy to follow. 

The exercises probably are an important aid 
in restoring your normal lines and curves. They 
must be taken regularly and seriously, my ex- 
perience suggests. 

I want to emphasize, though, that any post- 
birth calisthenics such as I use should be fol- 
lowed only if you are in yood physical condition 
and then only upon consultation with your 
doctor. 

I was fortunate. I have been blessed with 
good health and good physical condition. As a 
swimmer, for years I was accustomed to regular 
and strenuous exercise. 

When my husband, Ben Gage, and I Jearned 
that a baby was on the way for us my doctor 
put me on a balanced, high protein, vitamins 
and minerals diet. I eliminated the excessively 

. starchy and fatty foods. I firmly said no when 
the rich desserts and pastries came around. 

This was not hard for me because I never 
have cared much for such foods anyway. It 
might be more difficult for those who can’t 
resist an extra helping of potatoes, hot fudge 
sundaes after a movie, or the tasty whipped 

cream trimmings that go with many desserts. 

I had been on training diets for my swim- 

ming matches many times, so there wasn't 
much that I had to give up. 

Avoiding overeating, especially sugar 

and fats, kept my weight down within 

reasonable bounds. I continued swim- 

ming. My doctor allowed me to swim un- 

til a month before the baby was born. 

My normal weight is 128 pounds. 

The doctor set a limit of 25 pounds 

increase during pregnancy... I tried 

desperately to keep within that 

figure and, believe me, it wasn’t 

easy. Even with all my efforts, 

I had added 29 pounds by the 

time I crossed the finish line. 

The baby cooperated beau- 
tifully by arriving in 1% 

hours and I was able to re- 
turn home from the hos- 
pital in five days. I felt fine. 

Immediately I started my 

first exercise routine. This 
consisted of standing erect 
and then bending forward 
until I could touch my toes 
with my fingers. I gradually 
increased the number of 
times I did this exercise until 
I was doing it 25 times daily. 
Then I added other exercises. 
One was to lie flat on my back on the 
floor and raise my straightened legs slow- 
ly up to a right angle position with my 


[ noth heartening news for prospective 


position again. I did this 15 times every 
night. 

Another was to lie flat on my back, hook 
my toes under the foot of the bed, then raise 
myself to a sitting position without using my 
arms to assist. This exercise was done ten 
times each day. 

The criss-cross was another. In this I sat 
upright in bed or on the floor with my legs 
out straight, but slightly apart. From that posi- 
tion you alternately touch your right foot with

body, then lower them slowly to prone - 


your left hand and your left foot with your 
right hand. ; 

All of these are standard exercises designed 
to firm the body and condition the slackened 
muscles. 

To reduce my hip line I lie on my back on 
the floor, pull my knees to’ my body with m 
arms in a tight jackknife position, then roll 
sideways, back and forth, 100 times. 

Twenty-one days after the baby’s birth I 
was able to get back to my swimming and began 
doing my daily dozen laps in the pool. My 
doctor knew I was used to swimming and 
trusted me to judge my strength. That is the 
wonderful thing about swimming. It is one of 
the few sports you can enjoy without competing 
against someone else and therefore you can 
indulge to the limit of your own particular 
endurance and stop at that point. 

When our baby, Benjamin Stanton, was six 


weeks old, I was due to resume my career at 


M-G-M in “‘Duchess of Idaho” and I began to 
worry about what the Stork’s visit had done 
to my figure. I had been very diligent about 
my exercises and diet but the movie camera 
often adds ten pounds to the most slender 
of figures. 

I went to the wardrobe department to 
get the news, good or bad. I confess I was 
a little anxious about fhe tape measure’s 
verdict. 

When the procedure was over I was told 
that my measurements were identical with 
those I had before the birth with two ex- 
ceptions. . 

My waist measured 261% inches, half an 
inch more than it had been. Maybe I should 
have taken more bending exercises. 

My hips, at 34 inches, were one inch less 
than they Mad been! My floor rolling had 
paid off. 

The bust measurement was the same, 36 
inches. My weight was back at 128 pounds and 
I still was five feet, seven inches tall. All, then, 
had not been in vain. 

To be sure I kgep those specifications I intend 
to continue doing my daily exercises. 


HE diet I followed was varied. It can include 

a wide range of Yasty foods forming a 
menu rich in proteins and other essentials, It 
calls for vegetable or fruit salads, fresh vege- 
tables cooked in very little water to conserve 
vitamins and mineral values, lean meats, usually 
served rare, raw fruits and*skimmed milk. . 

Rich, creamy desserts, sugary pastries and 
other excessively high calorie foods are not on it. 

As a typical day’s menu I would start off 
at breakfast with half a grapefruit, orange or 
glass of fresh fruit juice; two eggs, preferably 
poached or soft-boiled, and coffee. I never ate 
more than one slice of toast and frequently only 
half a slice. A cooked cereal can be substituted 
for eggs occasionally. 

For luncheon, a fresh fruit salad or cold 
cooked vegetable salad, a glass of skimmed milk 
and a dish of stewed fruit. 

For dinner, sliced tomatoes or crisp green 
salad with not too much oil in a light French 
dressing, lean meat, two cooked vegetables, one 
of the leafy variety like spinach, and a glass 
of skimmed milk. 

I still am sticking to that diet, as well as 
the exercises. 

Any mother who is in good physical condition 
and suffers no complications in childbirth, fol- 
lowing her physician’s instructions, can get her 
figure back as I did. 

To do it she must be willing and determined 
to stick to a sensible diet and do those exercises 
regularly. 

But it’s worth it, girls; it’s worth it.

entists several years ago, 
they found that the first 
couple to build a house in 
those mountains, centuries 
ago, had each had 12 fin- 
gers. Most of their children 
and their children’s chil- 
dren had 12 or more fin- 
gers, and as the settlement 
grew, few people with less 
than six to a hand were 
allowed to stay. After gen- 
erations of intermarriage, 
a sort of finger-aristocracy 
grew up, with 10-fingered 
people being considered 
oddities. 


ERE in our own coun- 

try there is a group of 
people with similar pecu- 
liarities. Within 20 miles 
of New York City, in the 
Ramapo Mountains of 
northern New Jersey, live 
a community of 12-toed 
people. 

These people, who some- 
times have extra fingers 
as Well as toes, belong to 
what has been called “the 
lost colony,” the Jackson 
Whites, so called for an 
English sea captain of that 
name who brought over 
some of the original set- 
tlers of the community dur- 
ing the Revolution. 

Doctors have found that,

NTIL the coroner arrived, the engineer of 
the Joliet & Eastern freight thought he’d 
killed the woman, The locomotive struck 

her as it cut through the darkness underneath a 
viaduct a half mile north of Wayne, Ill. The 
time was 8:22 p. m., Friday, Sept. 26, 1913. 

Du Page County Coroner Hopf and Sheriff 
Kuhn were on the scene shortly. When Hopf 
had examined the body, he made a pronounce- 
ment which, although reassuring to the engineer, 
was ominous to the sheriff. 

“This woman,” Hopf said, “was dead for a 
half hour when the train hit her. She was shot 
—through the head. Obviously, the body was 


, placed on the tracks to simulate an accident.” 


Even in the light of the investigators’ torches, 
the features of the woman gave evidence that in 
life she had been more than ordinarily attrac- 
tive. She was auburn-haired and about 35. She 
wore a smart blue suit, white kid gloves, red 
shoes, and, near by, lay a red pocketbook. 

Kuhn inspected the latter for some clue to 
her identity. It contained handkerchief, powder 
puff and. comb, all unrevealing, but a visiting 
card was engraved: “Mildred Allison.” A small 
change purse held a few coins, but no bills. 

That Mildred Allison was the victim’s name 


received apparent corroboration from a gold 
bracelet found on her wrist. It bore the inscrip- 
tion: ““‘W.H.A. to M.A.” 

But another find-on the cinder roadbed offered 
conflicting testimony. This was a letter, torn 
into several -pieces, which Kuhn was able to 
reconstruct right away sufficiently well to learn 
that the salutation read: “Dear Mrs. Rexroat.’’ 
However, aside from its proximity, there was 
nothing to suggest it was connected with the 
victim. Nevertheless, the sheriff collected. the 
fragments for further study. 

The body was removed to a morgue, and then 
Kuhn began local inquiries. Soon, Wayne cor- 
respondents of newspapers in Chicago, 30 miles 
due east, got wind of the affair, and phoned in 
their stories. 

By mid-morning of the next day, certain de- 
velopments indicated that in Chicago, too, might 
lie the key elements of the mystery. The agent 
at the Wayne station of the Aurora, Elgin & 
Chicago interurban electric railroad, after view- 
ing the dead woman, declared he’d seen her once 
before. 


N THE previous evening, he said, she’d 

alighted from the 7:25 train from Chicago, 
carrying a small rattan suitcase. With her was 
a man, whom the agent. described as wearing 
glasses, of medium height, smooth shaven, with 
wavy hair, and carefully dressed. The 
two had left the Elgin station and headed toward 
the near-by tracks of the Joliet and Eastern. 

An hour later, the man returned, alone. Now 
he was carrying the suitcase. Before boarding 
the 8:30 Chicago-bound Elgin, he presented a 
return ticket to Chicago for refund. 

When the sheriff had completed a restoration 
of the letter fragments, he realized that if it 
were connected with the victim, it indicated her 
occupation. The missive, dated Sept. 23, and 
signed by John Zook, appeared to be in reply to 
an inquiry by Mrs. Rexroat concerning the rent- 
ing of a hall for dancing classes. Zook had 
informed his correspondent that it could be 
engaged for $10 a night, including light, heat 
and janitor service. The envelope was absent,

T NOON, Chicago Chief of Detectives John J. 
Halpin phoned Kuhn. “‘A man named William 
H. Allison has ,just come into headquarters 
here,” he declared. ‘“He’s afraid that woman is 
his former wife. He once gave her a bracelet 
exactly like the one she was wearing—and with 
that precise inscription. He asks that the body 
be removed to Chicago so he can take charge of 
the funeral.” 

In view of the Chicago aspects of the case, 
Kuhn agreed, but told Halpin he was taking the 
first train there himself, to talk with Allison. 

This interview, held after Allison had tear- 
fully identified the body, brought forth a poig- 
nant tale. The ex-husband declared that 17 
years ago, when Mildred was 18, he had married 
her.

_ The Rexroat angle of the mystery was soon 
to be solved with a visit to the Johnson home. 
Here Kuhn and Halpin talked with Mrs. Johnson 
who confirmed Mildred’s residence with the 
family and added several tiles to the mosaic of 
her life. Foremost among these was the in- 
formation that Allison had not been Mildred’s 
last husband. 

Since their divorce, she had married a farmer 
from Macomb, Il., Everett Rexroat. However, 
a month ago, Mildred had left her second hus- 
band, and had come to live with the Johnsons. 
Presently, she had taken a job as a dance in- 
structress at the Club Felicia, in Chicago’s Loop. 

When the officers obtained from Mrs. John- 
son a description of Everett Rexroat, they real- 
ized that, in general terms, it fitted the man 
who’d been seen with Mildred in Wayne—with a 
single exception. Rexroat did not wear glasses. 

“Mildred left the house late yesterday after- 
noon,”’ the woman related. “Earlier, she got a 
phone call. The connection was bad and she 
became impatient. She handed the phone to me 
and said, ‘See if you can figure out what he's 
talking about.’ I took the call. 

“It was a man who wanted Mildred to meet 
him in time to catch the 6:28 to Wayne, where 
he had a dancing class for her all arranged. No, 
he didn’t tell me his name, although, of course, 
Mildred seemed to know who it was.” 

Mrs. Johnson went on to say that she had 
never heard her guest mention a John Zook. 
However, she had two additional pieces of in- 
formation which added dimension to the case. 
The first was that when Mildred left the house 
she’d been carrying a rattan suitcase containing 
her dancing clothes. Secondly, she wore a large, 
brilliant diamond ring—a gift from Rexroat. 

This about the ring, which had been missing 
when Mildred’s body was found, coupled with the 
fact that her pocketbook had contained virtually 
no money, gave the first positive suggestion as 
to motive, namely, robbery. Apparently, her 
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missed the lights and gaiety of Chicago, and 
yearned to return to them. . 

The incident which precipitated her departure 
involved an itinerant photographer, who stopped 
by the farm to take pictures. After he'd left, 
Mildred expressed great admiration for him, and 
compared his “ginger” to the “louts’’ around her. 
That day, Aug. 26, she took her departure. 

Rexroat went on to say he'd heard nothing 
from her directly since then, although he'd re- 
ceived a letter from a man who represented him- 
self as being a Chicago attorney, and declared 
that Mildred was in a maternity hospital, and 
demanded money for her care. Rexroat had 
destroyed and ignored the letter, recognizing 
an attempt to perpetrate a fraud.

HE “noble dish” of Bouillabaisse, as Thackeray once 
referred to it in a ballad, is also the favorite seafood 
dish of Chef Otto C. Merz at the William Penn Hotel in 


Pittsburgh. 


Chef Merz got his early training in the famed hotels 
of Switzerland and France, and when he came to Amer- 


ica, he brought with him 
the following recipe: 


Leeks, onions, carrots 
4 peeled tomatoes 

1 ib. eels 

1 lb. mackerel 

1 doz. clams 

1 doz. mussels 
% lbs. sea bass 

3 live lobsters, 11% Ibs. 
each or 3 Ibs. 
canned fresh lobster 
cup olive oil 
clove garlic, cut up 
cups tomato juice 
cups water 
pinch saffron 
tsp. chopped parsley 
tsp. salt

Cut the vegetables very 
fine, 2 leeks, 2 carrots and 
1 medium onion, quarter 
the tomatoes. Saute the 
cut vegetables slowly in a 
skillet with the olive oil. 

Cut all fish and lobsters 
in 1” thick slices. Add all 
ingredients to sauteed 
vegetables except the fish 
and lobster, season with 
salt and pepper.
